Tokio, May 25,—Of the complement 


of the protected cruiser Yoshino, sunk 
recently in collision with the cruiser 
KaMiga, sixty-three non-commissioned 
officers and 220 blue jackets were 
drowned and 48 non-commissioned of- 
ficeis and men were rescueu. 


No details of the disaster have as

firm the reports. 


ftuMlan Ports Will Remain Open. 
The Associated Press is further in- 


formed that Russia has no intention 
of rescinding it upon the conclusion of 
the war, but that the ports will re- 
main open to foreign commerce for an 
indefinite period, and in tbe event of 
a successful termination the provis- 
ions of the decree will probably be ex- 
tended to the, territory covered by tbe
